Outgoing Mississauga councillor 
Nando Iannicca says he remains a can- 
didate for the position of Peel Chair, 
which is once again an appointed posi- 
tion. 

“You recall that when the position of 
Regional Chair was to be contested by 
way of election at large, I registered as 
a Candidate,” he told Peel Weekly 
News. 

“So many twists and turns and a lot 
of history since then, but I never with-

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drew my candidacy at any point, and 
based upon the tremendous support 
I’m getting from colleagues throughout 
the Region, I am honoured to still let 
my name stand should I be nominated.” 

Sources tell Peel Weekly News that 
Iannicca has received expressions of 
support in both Mississauga and 
Brampton. 

“In a manner of speaking no one re- 
ally runs for the job, but rather, you 
have to be bestowed the privilege of

being nominated and seconded by my 
former peers. I would certainly wel- 
come such a privilege.” 

With 30 years experience, Iannicca 
was the longest-serving member of 
Mississauga City council until last Jan- 
uary, when he announced he would not 
seek re-election. 

Given his experience and longtime 
relationships on council, he’d be con- 
sidered a front-runner for the job. 
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Peel Chair prospects “kicking the tires”, says Dasko

He hasn’t taken office 
yet, but newly minted Mis- 
sissauga councillor 
Stephen Dasko says he’s 
already heard from several 
prospective candidates for 
the Peel Chair’s position 
looking to gauge support 
for their bids. 

“I’ve heard from some 
who are thinking of run- 
ning. There’s definitely 
people kicking the tires,” 
he said. 

Dasko declined to name 
those who contacted him, 
but adds, “There’s some 
great names out there 
now. I’ve heard from sev- 
eral. Things are just start- 
ing to get going.” 

He says they’re calling 
him, saying, “I’m thinking 
of running for chair, what 
do you think? I’ve got a 
good depth of knowledge. 
At this point, anyone in 
Peel Region can put their 
names in.” 


Last month, Dasko won 
the hotly contested munic- 
ipal race for Ward 1 with 
47 per cent of the popular 
vote over a field of eight 
contenders, including sec- 
ond-place finisher Brad 
Butt and Natalie Hart. 

The key campaign issues 
included the waterfront 
development, traffic con- 
gestion, population den- 
sity and the location of 
cannabis stores. 

He ran a campaign vow- 
ing to follow through on 
commitments made _ by 
former Councillor Jim 
Tovey, who died unexpect- 
edly last January. 

Since winning, he’s spo- 
ken with Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie, describing her as 
“hospitable.” He’s looking 
to begin substantive dis- 
cussions with staff con- 
cerning issues in Ward 
One after he’s sworn in 
Dec. 3. 


In the meantime, 
though, the issue of whom 
he’ll support as the next 
Peel Chair is one he’s 
begun giving considera- 
tion to. 

“What I’m looking for is 
someone who is sensitive 
to Mississauga, someone 
quite sensitive to what’s 
happening on the lake- 
front. That’s from sewage 
treatment and develop- 
ments etc. Also, it’s some- 
one I’m able to work 
with.” 

Dasko says he’s not re- 
stricting his choice to Mis- 
sissauga. 

“’’m not set in my ways 
in terms of it being from 
one particular area. It'll be 
someone whom I believe 
will do the best job for the 
region and for Mississauga 
and our waterfront.” 

It’s unclear who the can- 
didates will be. A number 
of names have been 


floated, including outgo- 
ing Ward 7 Councillor 
Nando Iannicca and de- 
feated Liberal MPP Bob 
Delaney. 


Last July, Premier Doug 
Ford announced changes 
to municipal and regional 
election rules, cutting the 
number of city-council po- 


sitions in Toronto from 47 
to 25 and cancelling races 
for regional board chairs. 
At the time, he said the 
plan would save $25m.

He had planned to run 
for the elected position of 
Peel Chair when the Ford 
government announced 
changes to this year’s mu- 
nicipal elections held Oct. 
22. 

Last July, the Ford gov- 
ernment cancelled _ re- 
gional chair elections for 
Peel, York, Niagara and 
Muskoka for the 2018 - 
2022 municipal term. 

At that time, candidates 
for regional chair includ- 
ing former PC _ leader 
Patrick Brown, former 
Liberal MPP Bob Delaney, 
Iannicca, Masood Khan, 
Amir S. Ali, Ken Looy, 
Vidya Sagar Gautam, 
Marcin Huniewicz, and 
Parveen Dalal saw their 
campaigns end. Brown 
went on to run for Bramp- 
ton mayor and won. 


Elected regional council- 
lors from Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon 
will meet next month to 
appoint a regional chair. 

Iannicca became 


the 


youngest-ever councillor 
in 1988 when he was 
elected at age 27. His par- 
ents came from Cerchio, 
Italy and never learned 
English, but managed to 
put four children through 
university on one salary 
that maxed out at $27,900 
from the Cooksville brick- 
yard. 

Iannicca says his own 
sons will probably have a 
hard time owning a home 
in Mississauga given the 
skyrocketing cost of buy- 
ing a property these days. 
“How do you deal with ur- 
banizing cities and make 
them places where people 
will age in place,” he 
asked. 

For Iannicca, a key issue 
is the question of how to 
develop affordable mixed- 
use communities where 
residents can live and 
raise a family.

A 22 year-old Peel Regional 
Paramedic has been charged 
with impaired driving caus- 
ing death and refusing to pro- 
vide a breath sample after 
driving a car into Lake On- 
tario early Monday morning.

In a statement, Peel Para- 
medic Union stated that 
Dobbs was a new hire and 
that they were unable to com- 
ment further as the matter is 
before the courts. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
families of those impacted,” 


the organization said in a 
statement Tuesday morning. 

Police haven’t ruled out 
more serious charges in the 
incident. Dobbs is set for a 
bail hearing later today.

Brampton’s integrity 
commisioner resigns 


Citing a conflict of interest 
over Brampton’s recently- 
elected Mayor, the city’s in- 
tegrity commissioner is out. 

Guy Giorno, who has 
helmed the role in the office 


of the City Clerk since last 
April, declared his depar- 
ture in a letter obtained by 
the CBC Tuesday afternoon, 
saying that he needs to step 
down due to previous deal- 


ings with 
Patrick Brown. 

“Thave known Patrick 
Brown for decades and it is 
a matter of record that we 
have worked together in the 
past,” said Giorno, saying 
that the situation has put 
him in an “unusual” posi- 
tion. 

"Perception is important,” 
Giorno continued. “Public 
confidence in the Integrity 
Commissioner's objectivity 
is essential." 

Giorno, the third integrity 
commissioner since the role 
was established in Bramp- 
ton in 2011, oversees inves- 
tigations related to 
complaints against council 
members, and provideds ad- 
vice and education to coun- 
cillors. 

Giorno also previously as 
former Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s chief of 
staff from 2008 - 2010, and 
as the national campaign 
chair for the federal Conser- 
vatives in 2011. 

Going on to say that he 
would resign as of Feb. 19, 
2019 or when a suitable re- 
placement is found, Giorno 
stated that he believes it is 
the first instance of an in- 
tegrity commissioner in 
Canada resigning to avoid a 
conflict of interest. 

“It is the responsible and 
ethical imperative,” he said. 


Mayor-elect 
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Police investigating stabbing 
in south Mississauga 


12 Division is looking for 
three men who were in- 
volved in a stabbing inci- 
dent over the weekend in 
south Mississauga. 

The investigation stems 
from an altercation that oc- 
curred on Oct. 28 at the 
corner of Lakeshore Road 
East and Hurontario Street, 
where a confrontation be- 
tween two 24 year-old vic- 
tims and a group of 
unknown males. 

Both victims were 
stabbed by members 


within the other group, 
who then fled the scene. 
Both victims were treated 
for their injuries at a 
nearby hospital. 

12 Division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau has re- 
leased images from 
surveillance video taken at 
a nearby business, and are 
currently looking for three 
men of interest in the case.

Two in custody after fatal failure to remain

Peel Police’s Major Col- 
lission Bureau have 


charged two Brampton 
residents with a slew of 
offenses dating back toa 
failure to remain incident 
earlier this summer. 

The arrests date back to 
an Aug. 1 incident that 
took place in the Summer- 
lea Road area, when 39 
year-old Paul De Pledge 
was struck by a utility 
trailer after it was stolen 
from a nearby U-Haul Fa- 
cility on East Drive. 

Surveillance footage 
captured two suspects ex- 
iting a white cargo van 
that was spotted accom- 
panying the stolen trailer 
soon after. De Pledge was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 


40 year-old Pritpal Lehl, 
of Brampton, was ar- 
rested Tuesday morning 
and charged with a num- 
ber of offenses, including 
theft under $5,000, 
breach of recognizance, 
possession of stolen prop- 
erty, failure to remain and 
negligence causing death. 

Lehl’s arrest comes on 
the heels of 38 year-old 
Joyce Pasiecznik, also of 
Brampton, who was ar- 
rested in late Sept. and 
charged with similar of- 
fenses, including acces- 
sory after the fact to 
criminal negligence and 
failure to remain causing 
death, stolen property and 
disqualified driving. 

Earlier this summer, 
Peel Police Constable 


Akhil Mooken said that 
the case was a very rare 
situation. 

“This is not one we see 
very often,” said Mooken 
in a press conference. “In 
my career, this is the first 
time that I’ve seen this.” 

Lehl appeared in Bramp- 
ton court Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Investigators are ap- 
pealing to any witnesses 
who may have observed 
the suspect vehicle or 
have dashboard video 
footage leading up to the 
incident.

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Toronto’s HQ2 bid still up in the air as Amazon mulls two locations

E-commerce giant Ama- 
zon is considering split- 
ting its second 
headquarters across two 
cities, leaving the fate of 
Toronto Region’s HQ2 bid 
up in the air. 

The news, which broke 
Tuesday morning in a 
Wall Street Journal story, 
followed a fresh round of 
speculation that’s domi- 
nated the news, as a re- 
port by the Washington 
Post and CNBC stated 
that the company iis 
poised to announce Crys- 
tal City, Virginia and 
Austin, Texas as their 
new headquarters. 

Amazon CEO Jeff Bezos 
is the owner of the Post, 
which broke the story. 
The news report says 
Amazon in the “advanced 
stages of placing its sec- 
ond headquarters’ in 
Northern Virginia.” 

The report says careful 
consideration is being 
given to splitting the first 
prize between Virginia 
and Austin, Texas. Ama- 
zon is said to have held 
“detailed discussions” 
about the possibility of 
opening its second out- 
post in Crystal City. 


The location is de- 


scribed as a residential 
and business area strate- 
gically positioned south 
of the nation's capital. 

If true, it’s a huge dis- 
appointment given the ef- 
forts by the Toronto area 
to lure Amazon to On- 
tario. 

Toronto Global, the for- 
eign investment agency, 
quarterbacked the bid. 
Its $19.5 million start up 
budget is paid by Ottawa, 
Ontario and all the GTA 
communities. 

The GTA-wide proposal 
with 10 potential sites 
spread across half a 
dozen regional communi- 
ties all highlight the so- 
cial and _ educational 
amenities of each area, 
and importantly the ex- 
panding new transit links 
in the region. 

That’s a key require- 
ment for Amazon, since it 
says the winning bid 
must be within 45 min- 
utes from an_ airport, 
close to major highways 
and roads and be served 
directly by mass transit, 
train, subway or bus net- 
works. 

The Seattle-based e- 
commerce giant plans to 
create 50,000 jobs over 


the next decade. 

The Washington Post 
story quoted “people 
close to the decision” as 
saying Amazon is looking 
at how quickly it could 
move employees, its 
physical plant and how it 
could make the decision 
public. 

There are around 20 
shortlisted cities vying to 
be the host city for HQ2, 
but it appears Amazon 
treated the Virginia bid as 
the most serious of the 
lot from the start. 

The Post story says 
“Amazon's planning was 
more in-depth than it has 
had with other potential 
locations in Northern Vir- 
ginia, and other cities 
across the U.S.” 

It goes on to say “the 
retail behemoth is said to 
be so serious about Crys- 
tal City that the area's 
premier developer, JBG 
Smith, has pulled some of 
its buildings off the leas- 
ing market to make way 
for Amazon.” 

The company has yet to 
respond to requests for 
comment, except to says 
Amazon "remains com- 
mitted to making a final 
decision before the end of 


the year." 

Reports quote Amazon 
director of economic de- 
velopment Mike Grella as 
saying the speculation is 


not helping Virginia’s bid, 
adding, "not doing Crys- 
tal City any favors.” 

“And stop treating the 
NDA you signed like a 


used napkin,” Grella 
tweeted, referring to a 
non-disclosure agree- 
ment in place to ensure 
confidentiality.

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City responds to “poor recycling” report 


The City of Mississauga 
has responded to a recent 
report from a builders’ asso- 
ciation that casts a critical 
light on Peel Region’s per- 
formance record for recy- 
cling aggregate. 

“The survey submitted 
was not populated accu- 
rately and therefore does 
not represent Mississauga’s 
current practices for recy- 
cling and reusing asphalt 
and concrete,” said Missis- 
sauga director of works and 
operations Mickey Frost, re- 
sponding to a report last 
month by the Toronto and 
Area Road Builders Associa- 
tion. 

The report ranked Missis- 
sauga at the bottom of the 
list for policies that limit or 
prohibit the use of recycling 
aggregate. 

The results, which were 
based on research con- 
ducted between July and 
Aug. 2018, showed that 
many municipalities didn’t 
make the grade and left mil- 
lions of tonnes of material 
to sit in landfills or in urban 
rubble. 

“Residents have a right to 
know whether their munic- 
ipality is doing a good job - 


or not - of recycling asphalt 
and concrete,” said TARBA 
executive director Rob Brad- 
ford prior to the release of 
the report. 

Speaking to Peel Weekly 
News, Frost said that the 
City is committed to the use 
of recycled aggregates and 
currently uses a combina- 
tion of concrete and recy- 
cled asphalt in its multi-use 
trail projects and road side- 
walk construction. 

The City continuously re- 
views policies, benchmark- 
ing with other 
municipalities and conduct- 
ing research to identify best 
practices, he said. 

“Our current policies and 
practices follow the ap- 
proved standards and speci- 
fications for the use of 
recycled materials, such as 
the Ontario Provincial Stan- 
dards and Specification cri- 
teria for the use of recycled 
materials,” Frost said, not- 
ing that the city will con- 
tinue to use_ recycled 
aggregate as municipal in- 
frastructure construction 
projects come online. 

“As we move forward with 
these projects, we want our 
residents to know that we 
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are administering best prac- 
tices when recycling and 
reusing concrete and as- 
phalt,” Frost continued. “We 
want to continue to be seen 
as a leader and are commit- 
ted to taking the necessary 
steps to do so.” 

According to the list, Peel 
Region also scored lowm 
with a mark of 14 out of 100 
in terms of aggregate recov- 
ered from construction proj- 
ect, while Brampton 
received a score of 38. 

In a statement released 
alongside the report, Brad- 
ford said that the municipal- 
ities in the middle and 
especially those on the 
lower third of the list need 


to change their policies and 
practices so they support - 
rather than hamper - aggre- 
gate recycling. 

“Municipalities should try 
to reach these higher recy- 
cling rates. They need to be 
part of the solution rather 
than part of the problem,” 
said Bradford. 

The association plans to 
continue to monitor the mu- 
nicipalities and make simi- 
lar reports in the future. “It 
is our hope that public 
awareness of this issue will 
bring about positive change 
and improved aggregate re- 
cycling in the years ahead,” 
says Bradford.

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Peel school board launches 
first student-wide census 


Following on the heels of 
a contentious internal 
memo that advised ban- 
ning a culturally-signifi- 
cant novel, the Peel District 
School Board is launching 
its first board-wide student 
census to gauge parent 
feedback and help improve 
school programming. 

The initiative, announced 
Tuesday afternoon, will 
allow students to partici- 
pate in “Student Census 
Weeks”, which will run 
from Nov. 19 - 30, to get 
feedback from _ students 
along with parent ques- 
tionnaires for students in 
kindergarten up to grade 3. 

In a statement, Peel Dis- 
trict School Board educa- 
tion director Peter Joshua 
said that the system is 
committed to providing the 
best learning environ- 
ments so all students can 
achieve excellence. 

“It’s important that we 
truly understand the needs 
of students and their fami- 
lies,” said Joshua. “The Stu- 
dent Census will provide 
invaluable insight on stu- 


dent experiences, identity 
and well-being to help us 
establish effective pro- 
grams and reallocate re- 
sources to where they are 
needed most.” 

The announcement came 
down just weeks after the 
start of the school year, 
when the board received 
negative press regarding 
an internal memo that ad- 
vised educators not to 
teach U.S. author Harper 
Lee’s “To Kill a Mocking- 
bird”. 

The memo, written by 
Peel associate director of 
instructional and equity 
support services Poleen 
Grewal, refers to the book 
as one of several “racist 
texts” that doesn’t benefit 
black students who experi- 
ence racism on a daily 
basis,. 

“The idea that banning 
books is about censorship 
and that censorship limits 
free speech is often decried 
as a poor reason to keep 
the novel on schools’ read- 
ing lists as its racist themes 
make it violent and oppres- 


sive for black students,” 
said the memo. 

In a statement Tuesday, 
Grewal said that the 
board’s goal with the cen- 
sus is to paint a “clearer 
picture” of the communi- 
ties that are served. 

“The more Student Cen- 
sus responses we receive, 
the more comprehensive 
the data will be to help im- 
prove programming and 
instruction,” said Grewal. 
“By learning more about 
the identity demographics 
of students and their fami- 
lies, we can better under- 
stand, identify and 
eliminate barriers to stu- 
dent achievement, well- 
being and inclusion.” 

The census is a voluntary 
and confidential process, 
and will not have any per- 
sonally-identifying infor- 
mation on them. 

A series of reports will be 
made available next year to 
help inform board and 
school decision-making for 
programs and instruction. 
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Police crack Brampton drug ring

Nine residents have been 
arrested after Peel Police 
cracked a drug ring in 
Brampton this past week- 
end.

A 16 year-old girl is in 
custody after a reported 
assault last week at Robert 
F. Hall Catholic Secondary 
School, Caledon OPP re- 
port. 

The announcement was 
made after an apparent 
social media hoax where 
authorities to threats of a 
shooting at the school, 
which turned out to be un- 
substantiated. 

"Over the weekend, we 
were made aware of ru- 
mours circulating in the 
community about a poten- 
tial threat that was made 
against local high schools 
in Caledon," said a joint 
letter penned by the fac- 
ulty at Mayfield Second- 
ary School and 
Humberview Secondary 


| School. 


"Following a thorough 
Caledon 
OPP have informed us 
that the threat is not cred- 
ible and that it is safe to 


/ continue with our regular 


school routines.” 

The letter proceeded to 
say neither school has 
been asked to take any 
precautionary measures, 
and that there is no cur- 
rent risk to any staff or 
students. 

The incident reportedly 
stemmed from an incident 
where the female student 
assaulted two 17 year-old 
male students on school 
property with a Halloween 
prop, Caledon OPP said. 
The nature of the prop 
was not disclosed. 

An investigation into the 
matter was complicated 
when police received tips 
regarding a post on the so- 
cial media app Snapchat, 
written by an anonymous 
poster, that suggested an 
assailant was looking to 
commit violence against 
the school. 

The post read, "If you go 
to RFH there is someone 
saying that they will shoot 
up the school on Monday. 


I do not know if they will 
do it but, this is just a 
heads up." 

Caledon OPP Constable 
Tamara Schubert said 
later that the information 
was thoroughly investi- 
gated, but that there was 
no credible evidence to 
suggest the message was 
genuine. 

“This information has 
being thoroughly investi- 
gated by police and it has 
been determined to be un- 
substantiated and that no 
credible threat to student 
safety was identified,” 
said Schubert. 

The youth, who cannot 
be identified under the 
Youth Criminal Justice 
Act, has been charged 
with two counts of assault 
and one count of assault 
with a weapon.

Caledon MPP tapped to take new ministerial role 


A local MPP picked up a 
new post this week, as Pre- 
mier Doug Ford announced 
major changes to the 
province’s cabinet. 

Sylvia Jones, the MPP for 
Dufferin-Caledon, will 
take on the Ministry of 
Community Safety and 
Correctional Services port- 
folio, swapping with 
Michael Tibollo, who will 
take on a new role as Min- 
ister of Culture and Sport. 

The move was an- 
nounced Monday morning 
by Ford in a statement, 
where he recommended 
changes to his executive 
council following the res- 
ignation of Economic De- 
velopment Minister Jim 
Wilson last week. 


"We are taking this op- 
portunity to calibrate our 
cabinet assignments to en- 
sure we continue to deliver 
on our commitments to 
the people," Ford said 
Monday morning. "We 
have the best team in poli- 
tics and a plan that is 
working." 

Jones replaces Tibollo, 
who has been plagued 
with controversy in recent 
days due to allegations of 
stock fraud and conflicts of 
interest. 

A long-time MPP in the 
Caledon area, Jones previ- 
ously took on the Culture 
and Sport portfolio in July, 
having served with a num- 
ber of different initiatives 
and events in the local 


area including Headwaters 
Tourism, the Orangeville 
Art Group, the Dufferin 
County Cultural Circle and 
Headwaters Arts. She will 
take on the new portfolio 
effectively immediately. 

Most recently, Jones 
spoke about her efforts 
working to support local 
job workers in response to 
the province’s push to 
enact Bill 47, the “Making 
Ontario Open for Business 
Act”. 

“The recent increase of 
the minimum wage has 
caused great uncertainty 
for businesses,“ Jones said 
last week. 

“Our government is lis- 
tening to job creators, 
businesses and workers to 


create a competitive and 
fair business environment 
in Ontario.” 

Todd Smith will take on 
the Economic Develop- 
ment portfolio full-time, 
while John Yakabuski will 
take on the Natural Re- 
sources and Forestry port- 
folio, Jeff Yurek will 
become the new Minister 
of Transportation and Bill 
Walker will act as the new 
Minister of Government 
and Consumer Services. 

All other ministerial, 
caucus, parliamentary as- 
sistant and committee 
roles will remain un- 
changed, the Premier’s of- 
fice said Monday morning.

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Reflections on Mental Health Week

Mental Illness Awareness 
Week (MIAW) ran from Oct. 
1-7, 2018. It is an annual na- 
tional public education cam- 
paign designed to help 
Canadians be aware of the 
reality of mental illness. 

This week is identified to 
help people realize mental 
health and illness is not a 
non-descript condition. 

Too often we don’t recog- 
nize the signs within our- 
selves when things start 
going wrong. We might not 
have long-standing mental 
health problems, but all of us 
experience times when our 
mental health is not at its 
optimum. 

I have myself and the only 
reason I HAD to get better is 
that I had a family who I did- 
n't want to hurt and I felt 
they needed me. 

Women go through times 
that our hormones mess 


with who we are. Having 
children and being a woman 
showed that to me. I went 
through Postpartum depres- 
sion, menopause and uterine 
cancer. All of them produced 
different mental problems 
for me. 

It just seemed like I was 
constantly going for a treat- 
ment in some doctor’s office 
and some weren’t helpful 
mentally. For them, it didn’t 
seem to matter that I was 
going through a time of 
physical difficulties which 
were producing mental and 
spiritual problems. I was the 
one living them. 

lactually refused to have a 
large cancer hospital operate 
on me because they didn’t 
want to listen to me. I still 
have trouble going to doc- 
tors for even simple physical 
problems. 

The workplace is another 


place where women can 
have different problems 
than men. I am not about 
just talking about women 
but being one, I experienced 
all sorts of work-related 
events so I know what I 
went through. Feeling like a 
second-class citizen where I 
didn’t have much impact on 
the bigger picture was one of 
them. 

I got used to it, but I still 
felt it. I actually had one boss 
who tried to close the door 
on me while I was still talk- 
ing until I put my book in be- 
tween the door frame and 
the door. He wasn’t pleased. 

Other than a few, I was 
lucky to work with great 
people who respected and 
helped me. 

I am one of those people 
who couldn’t take medicines 
because I would develop the 
side effects. So, I had to find 


ways to help myself natu- 
rally. I go to a local chiro- 
practor rather than take 
medications, and this has 
helped my body stay aligned 
and function better. 

My older son died, and to 
help everyone in my family, 
I took up meditation. It 
helped calm me and taught 
me to be aware of my 
thoughts and feelings. 

Being aware is the biggest 
help as far as I am con- 
cerned, because if you are 
aware, you can help prevent 
yourself from falling further 
into harmful thoughts. I 
started teaching meditation 
classes and have written 
nine books on it. 

An old saying is, “You can 
only teach what you need to 
learn,” and this is true for 
me. It also taught me how 
often others go through a 
less than perfect life if in fact 


there is one. My classes and 
students taught me more 
than I could have learned on 
my own. 

Meditation is one of the 
ways you can help yourself 
in a very natural way. Na- 
ture is another one. Walk in 
it! Listen to its sounds! Ad- 
mire its beauty! Nature is 
calling to us every moment 
of every day. Rather than be 
hooked up to your Facebook 
account and face down in 
your cell phone, open your- 
self up to experience differ- 
ent things that are natural. 

It teaches you to direct 
your thoughts to a calmer 
more focused way. 

Sleep and allow yourself to 
heal and restore your body 
and mind. Stress is all about 
motivation, reaction and re- 
sponse. Relaxation is all 


about rest, recovery, and 
healing. The more we can 


balance our lives with sleep 
and rest, the better we can 
recover. 

Be creative. We are all cre- 
ative in our own way. Some 
write songs; others paint; 
others write; others do 
handiwork - being creative 
is who we are. Let it come 
out and enjoy it. You can 
also be aware of how you 
feel by what you create. Let 
your mind and creativity 
help you become healthier. 

Life does get better when 
you learn to know who you 
are and how you respond. 
Mental health is like any 
health regime. It has to be 
practiced and groomed to 
give us the results we want. 

Be kind to yourself and 
others and use help when 
you need it. It is all about 
our mental health and living 
it the best way we can. 
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
